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EXAMINER'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Response to Amendment 

1 This office action is in response to amendment filed on October 7, 2004. Claims 
1-24 are now pending in the application. In view of the arguments presented, objection to 
claim 1 is withdrawn. In view of the amendment, rejection of claim 1 under second 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 is withdrawn. Furthermore, in view of the arguments 
presented, rejection of claims 1-24 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hildreth et al. (US 3,507,606) in view of Rose (US 3,979,459) and further in view of 
Organic Chemistry (John McMurry, Second Ed., 1988, pages 751, 530-533) is also 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3 The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The instant claims are allowable over combined references to Hildreth et al. (US 
3,507,606), Rose (US 3,979,459) and Organic Chemistry (John McMurry, Second Ed., 
1988, pages 751, 530-533) is also withdrawn prior art to Schliesman et al. (US , 
6,140,406). 

The instant invention relates to the method of preparing l-[4-(biphenyl-4- 
carbonyl)]phenylaminoanthraquinone colorant from 4-halobenzoic acid, biphenyl and 1- 
aminoanthraquinone by sequentially activating halobenzoic acid, subjecting the same to 
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Friedel Crafts condensation with biphenyl and subsequently reacting the condensation 
product with 1-aminoanthraquinone. 

The primary reference to Hildreth et al. discloses dyes based on anthraquinone 
derivatives and the methods for preparing the same. The disclosure includes a pink dye 
based on the reaction of an anthraquinone derivative containing at least one primary 
group with a halogenated compound such as p-chlorobenzaldehye, p- 
bromobenzaldehyde, p-bromobenzophenone etc. The prior art discloses the method to a 
dye based on a phenyl as opposed to a biphenyl substituent disclosed in the instant 
invention and does suggest or teach the substitution of phenyl with biphenyl groups. 
Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering, alone or in combination, the 
instantly claimed invention.
